These facts and fig- 
ures are given for the benefit of that 


large class of persons in this country who 


are compelled to seek a healthful cli- 
mate, and who desire to escape from 
death by pulmonary consumption. Dr. 
Gatchell, remembering that many are 
disposed to sneer at statistics, reminds 
his readers that knowledge does not 
come by instinct, and that facts, formu- 
lated by figures and borne out by experi- 
ence, aré superior even tothe theories 
of experts.

We have not the space to follow Dr. 
Gatchell through his examination of the 
official figures. It is sufficient to say that 
the general relation existing between con- 
sumption, pneumonia and climate is es- 
tablished by ghe vital statistics of 1850, 
1860 and 1870. Cold and moisture pro- 
mote the development of consumption; 
heat and moisture promote the develop- 
ment of pneumonia. Consumption has fts 
maximum for the whole countiy on the 
coast of New England. Pneumonia has its 
maximum on the gulfcoast. Dr. Gatchell 
shows that in the damp, chilly air of 
Massachusetts, in 1870, 353 persons out 
of every 100,000 died of consumption,*a 
ratio that includes about one-fifth of the 
population in a generation. In the hot, 
humid air of Louisiana, 178 in 100,000 
died of pneumonia, a ratio which, in one 
generation, includes about one-eleventh 
of the population. He shows that while 
a less proportion of consumption is gep- 
erated in the south than in the north, 
the lowlands ofthe south are not favora- 
ble to those ‘in whom consump 
tion is already developed. The consamp- 
tive needs a comparatively dry aad cool 
air, one that will give .tone to his system 
already relaxed by disease. In the high- 
lands of northeast Georgia, is a region 
where both consumption and pneumonia 
are ata minimum, and this climate Dr. 
Gatchell has thoroughly tested. He 
does not claim for himself superior na- 
tive wisdom, but it is certain that he has 
studied this subject as few men have— 
theincentive in his case beiny the fact 
that he has had three cases of consump- 
tion in his family.
